More than two centuries agone, when 
old Petrus Stuyvesant and his silver

‘An Indian horse race is the greatest 
and most important event of the year to 
the tribes who participate in it,’’ said

THE GLAMIS CASTLE. PLEA FOR SUFFRAGE, 


THE APOCRYPHAL SCENE OF THE 
TRAGEDY OF “MACBETH.” 

A Visit to the Old Tower Where Duncan 
War Mystery Brools 
the Ancient Pile—The 4 
Handsome Rooma In the Old Building.

it Was on one of those showery days 
which in¢ite rebellion in the heart of 
even a pious Scotchman that T journeyed 
Jato Forfarshire to visit the Glamis cas 
tle. There were broad prospects of val- 
ley, moor and woodland and entrancing 
vistas of the Grampians before the an- 
cient village of Glamis was reached and 
the battlemented gateway with its lious 
atid Curious images was passed. Within 
opened a splendid park with level mead 
ows and stately avennes, and in the dis- 
tance was one of the oldest castles in 
Scotland. The residence of Lord Strath 
more, famous in the history of the 
Highlands and the apocryphal scene of 
the tragedy of ‘‘Macbeth,’’ The central 
tower has stood since the tenth century, 
und two wings were built about it in 
the seventeenth century by the first Earl 
of Strathmere. The name of the first 
builder is unknown, and his work has 
been subjected to structural changes by 
the architects of the reconstruction pe- 
riod, who transformed the grim, battle- 
mented castle in the north into a French 
baronial residence in tho style of the 
sixteenth century. 

Inferior to Warwick castle in pictur- 
esqueness and scenic surroundings, it 
appeals more strongly to the imagina- 
tion as a relic of feudalism, haunted with 
ghostly presences and with tragic mem- 
ories. With its richly furnished draw- 
ling rooms and costly works of art, the 
interior of Warwick castle, in spite of 
its antiquity, impresses the visitor as a 
magnificent modern residence, and this 
effect is increased when the liveried 
guides conduct large parties through the 
apartments, catalogue the paintings by 
old masters and estimate the value of 
buhl cabinets, tapestries and mosuic ta- 
bles. 

At Glamis there are no professional 
guides with stale jokes and auction 
room rhapsodies. The visitor, from the 
moment he enters the great door at the 
base of the ancient tower, is convinced 
that it is a mysterious old castle with 
secret stairways and blood stains on the 
floors and wonders whether, like Sir 
Walter Scott, he would like to sleep in 
the haunted rooms. 

One of the three staircases seen in the 
basement of the tower leads to the room 
where Malcolm II is reputed to have 
been assassinated, and in one of the up- 
permost chambers a bedstead is pointed 
out as the one on which the king died. 
In another bedroom is shown underneath 
the floor the entrance to a staircase with 
hidden passages connecting with other 
apartments. A secret well in one of the 
great walls leads to an upper room 
where prisoners were once confined. 
Every time repairs are ordered some 
discovery is made—an unsuspected stair- 
case or fireplace, or some peculiarity of 
the original design or of the work of 
the reconstruction architects which had 
previously escaped observation. After 
groping through the dimly lighted cor- 
ridors the visitor is readily conyinced 
that there is a secret apartment known 
only to the lord of the castle, and half 
expects to hear Lady Macbeth ‘‘Intirm 
of purpose, give me the daggers,’’ or 
“The sleeping and the dead are but as 
pictures.’’ Even when he is shown into 
the room where Earl Beardie started a 
game of dice with satan, which was to 
Jast until the day of judgment, he lis- 
tens intently and almost fancies that he 
can hear a strange clicking noise like 
the shaking of a dicebox. A rare old 
place is Glamis castle! It does not mat 
ter whether the right king was murdered 
in ‘‘Macbeth’’ or whether any sovereign, 
a Duncan or a Malcolm, was ever assas- 
sinated within the castle walls. Mys- 
tery broods over the ancient feudal pile. 
It has the scenic setting for bygone trag- 
edy and ghostly visitations. 

There are many handsome rooms in 
the castle. The dining room is a splen- 
did banquet hall, with floor and wain- 
scot of oak, a richly carved sideboard 
and chimney piece, and with the arms 
and mottoes of the Strathmores and con 
nected families emblazoned on the side 
wall. The great hall is a vaulted room 
with massive stone walls, and it 
adorned with coats of chain mail, old 
time weapons and firearms and hunting 
trophies, The drawing room has antique 
furniture,an immense fireplace of carved 
stone, a French ceiling elegantly de 
signed, and portraits by Sir Peter Lely 
and other famous painters. In the bil 
Jiard room there are additional family 
portraits and four panels in tapestry rep- 
resenting scenes in the life of Nebuchad 
nezzar. The chapel is larger and hand- 
romer than the one in Warwick castle, 
and it has fine stained glass windows 
and Biblical scenes painted in panels 
npon the ceiling and side walls. Richly 
furnished as the great rooms are, it is 
the central tower, with its spiral stair 
eases and dark vaulted corridors, that 
gives character to the castle as a mediiw- 
val baronial stronghold.—London Cor, 
New York Tribune,

No month perhaps in the whole year 
is so rich in new and valuable publica- 
tions as October, the outeome of the 
intellectual life and thought of the 
summer months, Mueh criticism and 
tiny comments are made upon what is 
styled the lighter literature (fiction) and 
wonder is ex cpressed at the conspicuous 
faults and weaknesses of many of our 
popular novels, but good books are

A LESSON IN CHARITY 


BEQUEST OF THE COUNTESS OF 
RICHMOND TO FORTY OLD WOMEN, 


It Has Been Observed Every Saturday 
Morning For Nearly 400 Years—A Denar 
Old Lady Whose Office In Well Doing 


Has Not Become “Commonplace,” 


In respect to quaint and curious cus 
toms in England, instituted in some in 
stances at a time when ‘the memory of 
man runneth not to the contrary,’’ tin 
seoms to have stood still for centuries. 
Some of these observances are kept up 
daily, others weekly, and others only at 
certain seasons of the year. 

One of the most interestingind phil 
anthropic of these ancient customs it 
was the writer's privilege to witness 
during a recent visit to London—i. e., 


that of the bestowal of alms, beef and | 


bread in the dining hall of Westminster 
college. This bequest comes from the 
good Countess of Richmond, otherwise 
Margaret Beaufort, mother of Henry 
VII, wife of Edmund Tudor, earl 
Richmond. During her life she was 
reckoned ‘‘a great and noble woman, t 
whom the king, her son, owed every 
thing.’’ She was noted for her charities 
and interest in things educational. She 
had founded St. John’s 
colleges at Cambridge; also a chair of 
divinity at both universities and con 
tribnted to the endowment of her son's 
chapel, in connection with which she 
left the bequest, to 40 indigent old 
women, of a loaf of bread, 14) pounds 
of beef and twopence to be distributed 
each Saturday morning at 11 o’elock. 

All this and much more as interest- 
ing we had heard from the lips of om 
guide through Westminster abbey as we 
stood beside the tomb of black marble, 
with its kneeling portrait—effigy t 
Margaret, which represented her in her 
old age, the delicate and most charac 
teristic hands raised in prayer. 

‘*This bequest, ’’ continued our gu 
‘“‘has been observed without a single 
omission every Saturday morning at 11 
o’clock since the year of the good coun- 
tess’ death, which was in 1509,"’ 

Being yet more interested in customs 
than in tombs, in life observances rather 
than dead people, we inquired the way 
to the place where the alms would be 
distributed, and whether we might be 
privileged to witness the observance of 
this time honored custom. We were 
given the directions all right, but 
guide could not successfully conceal his 
surprise that we should care to hunt up 
anything 80 commonplace. In all these 
years he had never heard of anybody 
whose curiosity went to such lengths. 

Arriving at the college shortly before 
11 o'clock we were halted at the foot of 
the stairs by a policeman, who told us 
no one except the recipients of alms was 
permitted to go inside, but, then, he 
**had never heard of any one caring t 
go in.’’ However, he ‘‘did not see what 
harm it could do’’ (this after receiving 
a generous ‘‘tip’’), and he would sim 
ply not Jook at us passing in, and the 
janitor could settle with us once we 
were inside. So we mounted the narrow, 
crooked stairs, and were met by an ange! 
at the top landing, said angel being 
Mrs. Bow, wife of the janitor, who with 
her husband has been for 82 years thx 
dispenser of this peculiar bequest. A 
dear, motherly soul, with the kindest face 
we thought we had ever seen, and with 
a light we afterward knew was a reflec 
tion of her good heart. The hair, like 
drifted snow, combed high off a really 
noble brow, seemed a very halo about 
her benign face, 

With a sinile instead of areproach for 
our intrusion she showed us in the hall, 
which seemed to be put to double use us 
schoolroom and dining room, since thx 
walla were lined with blackboards and 
maps, and floor space taken up with 
long, bare tables, with equally long and 
bare benches for seats, both of which 
were whittled and carved as only nine 
teenth centary boys could haye whittled 
and carved them. On a side table wer 
counted ont and Jaid in systematic rows 
40 loaves of white bread ind 40 pieces 
of good beef, each weighing 14¢ pounds, 
whilein a bow] were exactly 80 pennies, 
twoof which would be given to each old 
lady or her representative, for many 
were now too old or too infirm to call 
in person for the alms. 

Soon they began to gather, and by the 
stroke of 11 all were in. Old women 
they were, so old we wondered how they 
ever had gotten there, or, reaching the 
house, how they had crawled up stairs 
One there was whom we felt reasonably 
sure had come for her Jast time. She 
could not speak so she could be heard, 
nor could we see her breathe until good 
Mrs. Bow had gotten her ‘‘a drop"’ of 
wine. We still have our doubts abofit 
her eyer reaching her home as we saw 
her later resting every few yards on the 
way. 

But the most pitiful feature of this 
altogether novel almsgiving was to see 
the pathetically old children, all wrin 
kled and dwarfed by poverty's cruel 
wand, who had come in place of parents 
or grandparents now too feeble to longer 
come thenselves, 

Mr. and Mrs. Bow knew each one, 
old or young, by name, and when the 
name was called either that one or the 
person acting as representative would go 
forward to receive her portion, and with 
At never failingly a motherly pat on the 
shoulder and u few words of cheer, 
which Mrs, Bow would bestow with 
tears of sympathy which all these years 
of serving in this capacity had not hard 
ened her to repress, She at least has 
never been able to see the ‘common 
place’ in this charity. She deals it out 
religiously and has never grown weary 
in such righteous work, Blessings on 
her and on the gracious Countess of 
Richmond for this object lesson in chat 
ity, the like of which, if to be found 

anywhere else on earth, we kuow not of 
it.—-Mary Semple Bayard in Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

The Peddler and the Liber Vagatorum, 

The earliest known work on vagranecy 
is the ‘Liber Vagatorum,’’ compiled 
shortly after 1509 by an unknown au- 
thor, but founded, perhaps, on those re 
ports taken down by Johann Knebel, 
chaplain of Basle, of the trials at that 
place of a great number of yagabonds 
and mendicants in 1475. The book was 
one which Luther turned for a moment 
from the heat of controversy to edit, 
with an economy of editorial comment 
of which the secret has since been lost, 
and it is remarkable that among the 
various classes of vagrants which it 
enumerates there is nothing that can be 
interpreted of the itinerant salesman, 
except the very last paragraph, which 
runs thus: ‘‘Item, there is yet another 
sort among the land stollers. These are 
the tinkers who travel about the coun- 
try. They have women who go before 
them and sing and play. Some go about 
full of mischief, andif thou givest them 
nothing one of them mayhap will break 
ahole in thy kettle with a stick ora 
knife to give work to a multitude of 
others." 

Similarly of the 88 chapters of ‘Le 
Vagabond,’’ the translation made with 
slight additions in 1644 by Des Fon- 
tuines from ‘'I] Vagabondo,’’ of Giacin- 
to Nobili, only two are concerned with 
dealers in any sort of goods—the fif- 
teenth, which is devoted to those who 
sell saffron to the ignorant at an exor- 
bitant price, and the eighteenth, which 
describes des changeurs, who barter false 
jewelry and gold for good clothes, ex- 
hibiting false ones at the moment of ex- 
change. Of the ordinary mercelot, cor 
mercerot, to use the more modern form, 
the book says no word. Yet perhaps 
these distinctly marked species are suf- 
ficiently representative of the genus. He 
must still have flourished wherever 
there was an absence of fixed local trade. 
—Macmillan'’s Magazine,

1 Commentary the Rev,

17. “And Samuel called the people to- 
ether unto the Lord to Mizpeh.’’ Israel 
was chosen to be aspecial people unto God 
above all people on the earth; separated 
from all others unto the Lord, that He 
might show through them who and what 
He was, that thus all nations might know 
Him for their goood (Bx, xix, 5, 6; Deut. 
vil, 6; IL Sam. vil, 28). When therefore 
they desired to be like other nations (I 


Sam, vill, 6, 20), they went right contrary | 


to the will of the Lord for them. Samuel 
told them just how the kiga@ they desired 
would treat them (vill, 119), but thoy 
insisted on having their own way. The 
steps by which the Lord brought Saul to 
Samuel are fully recorded in chapter ix, 
and tho first part of this chapter x, and 
form one of the most interesting, instrue- 
tive and practical of all Bible stories, A 
precious nugget which LT enjoy and love to 
pass on is found in x, 7, Do as occasion 
serve thee, for God is with thee.’’ 

18. ‘Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
I brought up Israel out of Kyypt.’’ The 
stygzestiveness of Mizpeh was seen in our 
last lesson, and there the people saw the 
power of the Lord on their behalf. Now 
they are again before the Lord, but turn- 
ing their backs upon Him deliberately in 
order to be like other nations. He reasons 
with them concerning their conduct, re- 
minding them of His love to them when 
they were slaves in Egypt and how Hoe de- 
livered them from all their oppressors, 
They should therefore consider that they 
were His property, a people for His own 
possession (Titus ii, 14, R. V.), and that 
Ile and not they should have the right of 
deciding in all things concerning their wel- 
fare, 

19, ‘Yo have this day rejected your God, 
Who Himself saved you out of all your 
adversities and your tribulations.’’ Sam- 
uel at first felt that they had rejected Him, 
but the Lord said, ‘They have not rejected 
thee, but they have rejected Me,’’ and He 
added that in doing as they had done they 
were only treating Samuel as they had al- 
Ways treated Him (chapter viii, 7, 8). 
When Isracl murmured, it was not against 
Moses and Aaron, but against the Lord 
(ix, xvi, 8). See the application to us in 
Luke x, 16, and let us consider well that 
all that touches the Lord's people touches 
the Lord Himself (Zech. ii, 8; Acts ix, 4, 
6), and all rebellion or complaining on the 
part of His people is against Him. 

20, 21. “When they sought him, he could 
not be found.’’ All Israel presented them 
selves before the Lord by their tribes, and 
the lot was cast for the tribe, and for the 
family, and for the man, and the result 
Was that Saul, the son of Kish, of the tribe 
of Benjamin was taken, but he could not 
be found, God knew the man whom they 
would like and had chosen such a one for 
them, and now Hoe guided the lot to bring 
him before them, for ‘The lot is cast into 
the lap, but the whole disposing thereof is 
of the Lord”? (Proy. xvi, 83). 

22. The Lord answered, Behold he hath 
hid himself among the stuff.’’ The word 
translated ‘stuff’ has nine different mean- 
ings given to it in this book alone. It is 
translated furniture, armor, carriage, ar 
tillery, weapons, vessels, things, ete. Some 
Where and somehow, and for some reason, 
Saul hid himself. He knew through Sam 
uel that God had selected him (chapter x, 
1), and knowing this it was a becoming 
thing not to put himself forward, but let 
all see that he had no hand in the election. 
It did not cost him a penny for votes; the 
place sought him, not he the place, What 
# contrast to many elections in our day! 

23. ‘When he stood among the people, 
he was higher than any of the people, from 
his shoulders and upward.”’ In addition 
to this statement we find in chapter ix, 2, 
that he was a choice young man, and that 
there was not a goodler person in all Is 
rael, Size is not everything, however, else 
Goliath and other giunts might be envied, 
neither is outward appearance, as Samuel 
afterward learned when he appointed a 
man after God's heart instead of one to 
please the people (chapter xvi, 6, 7). Con- 
trast the youth and probable slight figure 
of David (xvii, 38); also what is written 
of Saul of Tarsus (IL Cor, x, 10). 

24. ‘Seo ye him whom the Lord hath 
chosen, that there is none like him among 
all the people? And all the people shouted 
and said, God save the king.’? As we said 
ina previous verse, Saul was the Lord's 
choice that He might please the people and 
for the time being satisfy them, and so 
in due time humble them, As on another 
occasion, ‘*He gave them their request, but 
sent leanness into their soul’? (Ps. evi, 
15). The people have now a visible king, a 
choice man and a noble looking one; they 
are like other nations in the matter of a 
king, but the invisible one, their Redeem 
er, is rejected and they prefer to walk by 
sight, 

25. Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom and wrote it in a 
book and laid it up before the Lord.”’ All 
this state of affairs had been foreseen by 
the Lord and fully written about in Deut, 
xvii, 14-20, This it was, probably, with 
perhaps additions, that Samuel wrote in 
the book. Now if the king would consider 
himself the Lord's representative, and act 
for the Lord toward the people, in all 
things consulting Him and obeying Him 
and honoring Him, all might yet be well, 
but to please self or the people or to rely 
on human wisdom or strength will spoil 
all. 

26, ‘And Saul also went home to Gi 
beah, and there went with hima band of 
men, whose hearts God had touched.” 
God would help him by giving him helpers 
and friends 


Hu does everything to make 
it casy for us todo right if we are only 
Willing to seryo Him in sincerity and 
truth, Ho is the same God who saw that 
it was not good for Adam to be alone

27. *But the children of Belial said, 
How shall this man save us?

Ivory dust for jelly is sold in London 
at sixpence per pound. It is the waste 
which results from the manufacture of 
ivory into various articles, and a work 
shop will accumulate, according to 
amount of output, from five to six 
pounds of dust in a week. The propor- 
tions are one pound of dust to a quart 
of water, boiled for eight or ten hours. 
The product is a clear jelly, which is 
strained and flavored to taste or diluted 
for the purpose of soup. 

But the stock of elephant ivory is dy 
ing out; substitutes are used largely in 
place of it. There is vegetable ivory, 
the seed of a low growing palm in 
South America, each seed about the size 
of a hen’s egg, and various artificial 
ivories, a compound of caoutchouc, sul- 
phur and some white substance, pipe 
clay, gypsum or oxide of zinc, or, more 
simple still, a mixture of skimmilk 
and borax, which, compressed, forms 1n- 
to a cream colored block, and may be 
used in place ot nalive African ivory, 
which it closely resembles.

Mrs. Chant’s Lecture, 


As was expected, the announcement that 
a lady so distinguished in social reforms, in 
philanthropic work, and on the platform, as 
is Mrs. Laura Ormiston Chant on both sides 
of the water, would open the 1895-6 course 
of the Burbeen Free Lecture Fund in this 
city, drew an immense audience at Lyceum 
Hall last Tuesday evening to hear her 
address on '*The Coming Woman.” Even 
the standing room was packed with people, 
so strong was the desire to listen to the 
eminent lecturer on her favorite theme. 

Juha W. Jolinson, Esq , Ciairman of the 
Board of Directors, presided and in fitting 
words introduced Mrs. Chant to the audi- 
ence. 

Mrs. Chant is » wonderfully entertaining 
lecturer, 
or particularily new in the matter of her 
production Tuesday evening, but in manner 
there was nothing left to be desired. She 
has a sweet voice, her gestures are easy and 


graceful, her stage presence fine, and evi- | 


dently she is a person possessing magnetism 
in no common degree. At anyrate, she 
captured the audience and held their atten- 
tion as few lecturers are able to do 

The name of her subject suggested its 
drift. Its discussion involved no rhetorical 
flourishes to speak of, nor much of a strain 
onthe reasoning faculties; it was on the 
whole simply a commonplace talk on com- 
monplace matters, but she made it eminently 
entertaining and highly instructive. Mrs. 


Chant sets up an ideal woman and aims to | 


bring the real article to it. Working on 
that line she is doing good. She talked 
about women’s waists and corset wearing; 
about their feet and hands 
they oughtto be put to; about dress and 
diet and work and recreations. Ovcher 
practical, everyday things were discussed 
by her, and so interesting did she make her 
lecture that everybody regretted its close. 

When the lecture was concluded, amid 
applause, Mrs. Chant remarked that it was 
the custom of her English audiences to sing 
“God Save the Queen” at the close of her 
lectures and she would ask that the present 
congregation join with her in’ singing 
“America,” which request was cordially 
complied with, and the glorious old hymn 
was enthusiastically and finely sung.

The profit 
to the government on their manufacture 
is large, however, inasmuch as_ the 
blanks for them are purchased for $1 
per 1,000 from a firm in Connecticut 
that produces them by contract. Blanks 
for nickels are obtained in the same 
way, costing Uncle Sam only a cent and 
a half apiece. 

Goldpieces are the only coins of the 
United States which are worth their 
face yalue intrinsically. A double eagle 
contains $20 worth of gold without 
counting the one-tenth part of copper. —

This looks like a ‘‘variant”’ of a fairy 
tale, but the potato anecdote at least is 
authentic, The same may be said of the 
Roman bracelet thrown overboard by 
its owner in crossing the Firth of Forth 
and Jately discovered by him in a shop, 
Where it was exhibited as a relic of the 
Roman occupation, Fishers had dredged 
it from the deep, as in the case of the 
ring of Polyerates, which may be a true 
tale, Life Inverness ring story has prob- 
ably no evidence but that of tradition. 
A jeweler’s boy dropped into the Ness a 
diamond ring which he was carrying to 
a customer. He fled the country, re- 
turned a rich man, and walking by the 
river he told his tale toa friend.

12. “He set him up a place.’’ Or, as in

magnify himself. Jesus never magnified 
Himself, but always His Father (John 
xvil, 4). Paul determined that Christ 


should be magnified in his body either by 
life or death (Phil. i, 20). 

13, ‘' Blessed be Thou the Lord; IT have 
performed the commandment of the Lord.”’ 
When we compare verses 8 and 9 of this 
chapter, we wonder how Saul could say 
that he had performed the commandment, 
Kither he misunderstood the command, or 
perverted it, or deliberatelydied. There is 
a generation that are pure in their own 
eyes, but whoro covereth his sins shall 
not prosper (Proy. xxx, 12; xxviii, 13), 
Unless we have a heart right with God 
and honestly seck only His pleasure the 
devil will make us believe that black is 
white (II Thess. ii, 10, 11), 

14. “What meaneth then this bleating 
of the sheep in mine ears and the lowing 
of the oxen which I hear?’ It is an old 
word, but true as God Himself, ‘‘Be sure | 
your sin will find you out’? (Num, xxxii, 
28). The word was to smite Amalek and 
utterly destroy all that they had (verse 3). | 
Dead sheep and oxen tell no tales, but these 
were telling that Saul had not obeyed God, 

15, “The people spared the best of the | 
sheep and of the oxen to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God."’ Under the plea of ‘for a 
food object’? Saul seeks to justify the 
thing done. That his heart is wrong, and | 
he knows it, is seen in his saying that the 
people did it, and it is also seen in his | 
saying “‘the Lord thy God,’’ instead of | 
“the Lord our God.’’ God wants nothing 
from the enemy either for sacrifice or sery- 
ice. 

16. 'Then Samuel said to Saul, Stay 
and Twill tell thee what the Lord hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto 
him, Say on.’’ We look back to the morn 
ing when Samuel said to Saul, ‘Stand 
thou still awhile that I may shew thee the 
word of God"? (chapter ix, 27), but what 
a contrast! Then it was a message of 
grace, but now one of judgment. Observe 
that as in Samuel's childhood, so now in 
his advanced years God still talks with | 
him in the night season, : 

17. ‘When thou wast little in thine own | 
sight, the Lord anointed thee king over Is- 


rael.”’ See chapter ix, 21, and compare | 
Judg. vi, 15. It is good to be and to} 
continue little in our own estimation. It | 


is better to say with Paul, “I know that in 

me—that is, in my flesh—dwelleth no good | 
thing’’ (Rom. vii, 18). We read that King 
Uzziah was marvelously helped till he 
Was strong, but when he was strong his 
heart was lifted up to his destruction (II 
Chron, xxvi, 15, 16). My highest place is 
lying low at my Redeemer’s feet. 

18. °°The Lord sent thee on a journey, 
and said, Go, and utterly destroy the sin- | 
ners the Amalekites.’’ The reason of this } 
command is seen in Ex. xvii, 8-16, and 
the Lord’s determination is in verse 14, | 
But He is long suffering, not willing that | 
any should perish, and so Hesuffered them 
to continue over 400 years—sumely an 
abundant timo for repentance, but they | 
continued sinners before God, 

19. ** Wherefore then didst thou not obey 
the voice of the Lord?’ Being redecined 
to God by the precious blood of Christ, the 
groat word for all the rest of our life is 
“willing and obedient’? (Isn. i, 18, 19). 
Seo Ex. xix, 5, 6. It is not ours to ques 
tion or reason or to put our construction 
upon His commands, but simply and 
cheerfully to obey. Consider the obedience 
of the Levites in Ex. xxxii, 26-28, and see 
the commendation in Mal. ii, 4-6. 

20, ** Yea, L haye obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, and have gone the way which the 
Lord sent me, and haye brought Agag, the 
king of Amalek.’' Here he confesses to 
haye saved the king, who was certainly in 
cluded in the destruction, and yet insists 
that he had obeyed the Lord. It is the old 
story so common today of perverting the | 
word of the Lord (Jer. xxiii, 86) and of | 
thinking that He does not mean just what 
He says, but his language is generally fig 
urative or bas some other meaning. 

21. “But the people took of the spoil to 
sacrifice unto the Lord thy God."? He still 
puts some blame upon the people, but now 
acknowledges that the sheep and oxen 
should have been utterly destroyed, An 
opinion of our own as to how the Lord 
Wants things done is very dangerous. His 
commands ave very plainly stated (Deut, 
xxvii, 8; Hab, ii, 2), and our part is 
prompt, implicit and unquestioning obedi 
His thoughts and ways are as far 
above and better than ours as heayen than 
earth, Why, then, question them? 

22. ' Behold, to obey is better than sae 
riflce and to hearken than the fat of rams.’’ 
Merey and the knowledge of God are more 
desirable than sacrifice or burnt offering 
(llos, vi, 6). Bee the Saviour’s 
ment of this in Math, ix, 18; xil, 7 All 
sacriflee and burnt offering polnted to 
Him, and Tle was the perfection of obedi 
ence and submission to His Father, whol 
ly yielded to Him that He might do all the

“Well, sir, the state tried to convict 
them of murder, and popular feeling 
run high against the state, and so there 
was a great fight up and down through 
the courts of central New York, In 
those days Sam Gordon was one of the 
most brilliant lawyers at the New York 
bar.

practice and resigned his seat in Con 
gress to come home and defend them, 
and he did it so well that 
them was convicted. 

‘By and by the state got tired of be | 
ing beaten, and took a change of venue |

in one of the most important murder | 
cases, on the ground that public opin 
ion in that partof the state made it im 
possible to get a just verdict. There 
were great preparations for this trial, | 
which was to take place in Troy. The | 
state was determined to convict its pris 
oner, and never were greater lawyers 
engaged in any criminal trial in this | 
country. The prosecuting attorney of | 
the state was no less distinguished a 
man than Amasa J. Parker, and the 
chief of the counsel whom he employed 
to assist him was John Van Buren, then 
in the zenith of his great power. And 
Sam Gordon wound himself up to the 
keenest fighting pitch to resist such a 
great array. 

“At about this time my chief sent 
me down to New York city on business, 
and told methat it would be a good 
thing for an aspiring young lawyer to 
return by way of Troy and see that trial 
You may imagine I was glad of the 
chance. I found the whole town ex- 
cited and the courtroom crowded, some 
of the best lawyers from all over the 
state watching the fight. Almost from 
the start it settled down to a legal duel 
between the two great advocates. Van 
Buren was ason of President Martin 
Van Buren and a much abler man than 
his father ever was. He was over six 
feet in height, and powerfully built, a 
light haired, blue eyed, handsome blond. 
Every morning he came to the court- 
room dressed in a fresh suit of immacn- 
ate white duck, which was then the 
summer fashion. Gordon was fully as | 
large and handsome, but dark and swar- 
thy—as black as John A. Logan—and 
he was always faultlessly dressed in 
black broadcloth. 

“Well, the trial went on for several | 
days, with sharp skirmishes now and 
then between these two. Finally, one 
hot afternoon, when we were all swel- | 
tering and fans were going like mad, 
there was a sudden explosion between 
them, and before any one could tell 
which was the aggressor, we saw fists 
flying at each other across the table, 
and black and white were hopelessly | 
jumbled.

The bailiffs rapped for order, 
the courtroom grew as still as death and 
the judge fined the delinquents $100 
each and ordered them to jail for 2: 
hours. In the midst of the breathless 
hush that followed, Sam Gordon delib 
erately rose to his fnll height and faced 
the judge Slowly and sonorously, as 
though speaking under the sentence of 
death, he said, ‘The sentence of your 
honor is entirely just; in accepting it I 
have but one request to make.’ 

***State your request,’ said the pre 
siding judge. Not a paper rustled, ev 
ery head was bent forward, every ear 
strained to catch the low, clear, solemn, 
trumpet tones of Gordon’s answer: 

**That we may both occupy 
same coll.’ 

“That courtroom went wild. You 
never heard such aroar. The bailiffs 
rapped for order, but there was no or 
der. The judge himself gave in and 
laughed, und he finally remitted the 
Imprisonment and adjourned court.

AN INSECT DUEL 


A Fight to Death Retween a Wasp and a 
Spider, 

“T saw a wonderful exhibition of the

“Soon after my tent was pitched I 
woke one morning and heard a buez 
ing sound in the peak of my canvas 
house. Looking up while still lying on 
ny improvised bed, f saw a wasp build 
ing his mud house on the tent pole. 
Several times he went out and returned 
i few minutes later with his load of 
tlay, which very soon formed another 
section of hie abode, 

“The next morning, at just about 
sunrise, I heard the buzzing again, but 
it seemed to have increased in volume 
Ghuicing up again, I soon saw the rea

lson, A big spider had spun a web com 


pletely across the corner of the tent, 
shutting the half finished kome of the 
wasp off, so that it could not be reached 
except by passing through the web, The 
spider was an ugly looking black fel 
low, and he stood on guard watching 
The latter 
flew backward and forward, looking for 
in opening to his domicile. Then he re-

in close proximity to the spidér. 

“The latter was evidently accustomed 


to such warfare, however, because he 
got out of the way in a twinkling. 
Maddened at his defeat, the wasp took 
a turn and went back again Once 
more the spider eluded his venomous 
stinger, but at the same time he ap 


be trying to bite the wasp 
The spider might have retreated so far 
away from his web fort that his enemy 
sould not have touched him until the 
obstruction was broken down, but he 
intend to have his 
carefully constructed flytrap destroyed 
without a struggle. 


“There were several skirmishes of 
the kind already described, and then 
the wasp again alighted on the tent 


pole, as though reconnoitering and get 

ting breath for a grand onslaught. hut 
this was exactly what he was doing was 
proved by what followed. After re 

maining on the pole for a few seconds 
he flew off and poised himself in the 
air a foot or so below the web. Then 
he darted directly for the spider, aud 
completely through the web at 
the exact spot which had been occupied 
by the spider a second before. 

‘Por un instant both combatants were 
lost to view und I heard the battle rag- 
ing in the peuk of the tent. Before I 
had scarcely had a chance to wonder 
which was yetting the better of it both 
insects dropped to the ground close to 
me. The spider was holding fast to the 
wasp’s head with his small but effect- 
ive mouth, und the wasp was running 
his stinger in and out of the spider's 
body With lightninglike rapidity. There 
was a short struggle on the ground, 
when both insects began to grow weak 
and their movements were less rapid. 
Finally they fell apart, but neither 
moved. I examined them both, after 
watching them for a few seconds. ‘The 
poison of exch had done the work for 
the other, and both were dead.’’—New 
York ‘Tribune.

A blanket is then thrown over the 
Willow frame work, so as to inclose it 
completely, ‘Then the Indian strips him 
self and crawls inside. The heat from 
tho stones, together with the steam form 
ed by dashing water on them, soon ex 
cites a profuse perspiration, When this 
stage is reached, the Indian rushes out 
of the sweat bath and plunges into the 


pool of cool water, where he remains 
but a few moments. After this he 
scrambles out and imagines himself 


cured.

“pidgin, ’’ a language which at first in 
sults his manhood by its inevitable 
suggestion of baby talk, but which he | 
soon learns to respect as a more bril- | 
liantly successful instance of interna- 
tional compromise than any treaty for 
which diplomuatist was ever knighted. | 
The moment he lands at Yokohama he 
may discard his painfully acquired 
“pidgin,’’ for he is among people who 
would seorn to say ‘no can do” for ‘it 
is impossible,’’ or ‘tiny belongey top- 
side’’ for ‘‘] live up stairs,’’ When they 
spoak English, they speak it uncontami- 
nated by local accidence or syntax. 

The results of this acquisition of a 


plemented study of grammar and dic- 
tionary are evident on many a shop 
sign. ‘‘Rando House’’ illustrates the 
curious national inability to hear or 
the sound of ‘'l.’’ As the 
Chinese are equally unable to make any- 
thing of ‘‘r,’’ no Volapuk will be worth 
anything which does not omit both the 
letters from its alphabet, ‘‘ Ramp Shop" 


and ‘‘Gents’, Radies’ and Chirdren’s 
Shoes’’ are instances of the same eccen- 
tricity. 


Occasionally one’s attention is arrest- 
ed by a sheer error in spelling, which | 
looks as though the painter's copy had 
been written ina bad hand by a person 
who had confided a superficial knowl- 
edge of English orthography to the care 
of a treacherous memory. 

It muy be that the absence from Jap- 
anese of any distinction between singu- 
lar and plural is to blame for such de- 
viation from usage as ‘Ships and Houses 
Painter,’’ ‘* Lhe Wines and Foods’ and 
“Rifles and Powders,’’ It is only nat- 
ural that when a Jap does come across 
a language possessing the luxury of a 
special sin of plurality he should wish 
to make the most of his opportunities. 
The expression of multiplicity seems 
indeed usually to cause disturbance in 
the native mind. Thus we get ‘Shop 
Tor the Kind of Parasol, Umbrella and 
Stick,’’ ‘Wine, Ale and Other’’ and 
‘*Mannfacturer and Dealer of Furniture 
and Others.’’ Over a store by the side 
of the canal at Yokobama may be read 
an inscription which is a pathetic proof 
of the complexity of our proposition, 
The owner having set up the announce 
ment, ‘Dealer of Coal and Coke,’' was | 
evidently troubled by the suspicion that 
his sign might not be quite idiomatic; 
so, in order to be quite sure of hitting 
the correct thing one way or the other, 
he wrote ‘‘for’’ as a second choice be 
low the word ‘‘of,’’ 

The advertisements sent to the visit- 


that they “kindle the hope that you 
will visit our exhibition,’’ If he is un 
fortunate enough to fall ill during his 
stay, he will find great relief by using 
as a substitute for the poultice the in- 
genious native ‘‘kairo,’’ an invention 
which delights English doctors when 
they make its ucquaintance.

“Twas fishing for pickerel once in; 


Lake Lamoka, high among the hills of 
western New York, and found that the 
lake was literally alive with eck. I 
asked a bewhiskered and wise looking 
citizen of the loowlity, who was fishing 
for bullheads, how he aeceunted for eels 
being so plentiful in that lake. 

‘© * Well, sir,’ said he, ‘I’ve saw eels 
from most everywheres—salt water, 
fresh water, muddy water, clear water, 
still water and runnin water—but I 
never see no cels from any water that 
had such a coverin of slime on ‘em as 
the eels in this here lake does, And 
that’s why eels is so uncommon plenty 
here They can't help themselves. 
There's a good growin o’ jest the right 
kind o’ weeds on the bottom o’ the lake, 
and the bushes hangs so low on 
that they dip into the water every here 
and there. So you see tho old eels has 
tho best kind o? rubbin places, and they 
leave such a tremendous coatin o’ their 
outside coverin there that the young 
eels that grow out of it is simply barrels 
full every year. Believe it! Believe 
that’s the way eels breede! Why, don’t 
I know it is?) Didn't nobody never tell 
you that the slimy coatin on eels is jest 
like the inside of a hen's egg that 
hatches ont the chicken? Jest e'’zactly, 
only it hatches eels ‘sted o’ chickens. 
Why, everybody knows that around 
here!’ 

“And I found that if all the people in 
that locality didn’t know it they firmly 
believed they did, which was just as 
good. One veteran believer that eels 
were hatched from eel slime deposited 
on Weeds and bushes said that when he 
was a boy the bushes were thicker along 
the shores of the lake than they were 
now. 

‘**T 'member one season,’ said he, 
‘that somethin got to ailin the weeds at 
the bottom o’ the lake, and the old eels 
didn't seem to hanker after ’em, and 
consequently they come out and rubbed 
theirselves more’n usual on the shore 
bushes. Ineyer seen such a boarin o’ 
young eels before nor sence, and there 
never was.

Just over the line, in Potter 
county, Pa., and allalong the Alleghany 
Waters, the old time fishermen, I found, 
had a theory of their own about how 
eel reproduction came about.

| lief is that the hellbender, whose habi- 


tat is the waters of the Ohio basin, ie 
the father of eels, The hellbender has 
legs, is probably a lizard, but surely is 
hideous, and the female hellbender lays 
about 100 eggs, fastened together as in 
achain, like frogs’ eggs. Yet men on 
Alleghany waters, who claim the privi- 
lege of voting and expect Christian bur- 
ial, will solemnly tell you that from 
those eggs come eels, The strangest part 
of this insistence is that there are no 
eels in Alleghany waters, nor in any 
waters of the Ohio or Mississippi basins, 
except What may haye resulted from ex- 
periments in transplanting stock from 
native waters. I took it upon myself 
once to try to convince a believer in 
this hellbender paternity of eels of the 
utter impossibility of it, and thought to 
clinch my argument by the fact of there 
being no eels in hellbender waters. 

**Course there ain't!’ exclaimed the 
hellbender adyocate. ‘‘And why? The 
minute eels gits their eyes on hellbend- 
ers, and it by and by breaks in on *em 
that hellbenders are their paps, away 
they skitter. They pull ont o’ them wa 
ters like the children of Israel makin 
tracks out of Egypt, and they never 
come back. Why, dog on it! Hellbend- 
ers is stockin all your streams over east 
with eels if you only know’'d it!’ 

“T met a plausible old fisherman once 
near the headwaters of the Charlotte 
river, Which is one of the New 
state headwaters of the Susquehanna 
river, rising within stone tossing dis 
tance of the Delaware river, in Scho 
harie county, who assured me that the 
eel was at its beginning but the egg of 
a water beetle, deposited in the shell of 
the fresh water clam or mussel. There 
it hatched and became a troublesome 
parasite of the mussel, which at last 
opened its shell and died, whereupon 
the parasite, then a slender worm, went 
forth into the stream, grew betimes and 
waxed fat, and thus became an eel. 
This amazing theory of the deyelopment 
of an eel once found believers among 
the fishermen of the drowned lands of 
the Wallkill, in Orange county, N. Y., 
and Sussex county, N. J. In the upper 
Delaware valley it is persistently main 
tained by old rivermen that the lamprey 
is the male eel, and that all other 
are femalos; that nine of every ten eel 
eggs hatched are silver @1s, or females, 
and the remaining one a male, or lam 
prey. 

“There are many other interesting 
theories of ee] propagation advanced by 
native thinkers in other intensely rural 
districts, and I tel] you science ought to 
go out and talk with them. It would

‘IN PRISON FOR DEBT. 


The incident which I am going to re- 
late happened about 40 years ago. 

It was at the time that Antoine 
Wiertz, the Belgian artist, was aston- 


| of art, by his productions, so powerfully 
conceived and so fittingly executed, 
| which are today to be seen in the Wiertz 
museum. Henri Conscience, the cele- 
| brated Flemish novelist, was at one 
| time guardian of that museum. 

As a rule, Wiertz would only paint 
| grand historical and philosophical sub- 
jects, but he occasionally broke his rule 
and painted a portrait. The number of 
those who solicited the honor of sitting 
| to him was naturally great. But the 
artist did not make the favor too com- 
mon. As a rule, he would only grant it 
to his intimate personal friends, or to 


his attention by reason of its peculiarity. 
| One day he was called on by a wealthy 
Jawyer pamed Van Speck, who was anx- 
}jous to sit for his portrait, and who 
| came to inquire about Wiertz’s terms. 
| ‘The lawyer had a physiognomy which 
was known among artists from Brussels 
| to Brabant. He was the head of a large 
and flourishing business, but was known 
to be very miserly. He was niggardly 
in all things. There were many rumors 
| current illustrating his stinginess, but 
the artist did not care about them, 
What conquered Wiertz at once was the 
man’s head and face, which he resolved 
to put on canvaa. 

That head was a real delight to the 
artist. The top of the skull was bald, 
the forehead gathered into many wrin 
| kles; the heavy eyelids lay on two eyes 
| that, little and piercing, gleamed out 
like those of a cat. His nose was of ap- 
proved Semitic pattern; his lips, prop- 
erly speaking, had disappeared and 
nothing remained to indicate the posi- 
tion they had formerly occupied save a 
thin streak of faint red, about ag broad 
as the edge of # sharp knife, His cheeks 
were pallid, and his chin came to a 
point, He was clean shaven, and looked 
exceedingly sharp and angular as he 
posed before the artist, 

Wiertz darted a keen glance at his 
visitor's interesting face, and as the 
lawyer talked the artist was drawing 
him in his mind—the lines, the traits, 
and the tout ensemble were secured un- 
known to the sitter, who, in fact, did 
not suspect that he was sitting for his 
picture. Wierta knew that he would 
make a masterpiece of the work, 

‘What are your terms, sir?’’ 

“Ten thousand francs," 

Whereupon Master Van Speck leaped 
out of his chair with surprise at the an- 
nouncement, Were it a matter of time 
only, he could quite understand that 
10,000 francs should be demanded for a 
short sitting—in fact, he often charged 
s0 much himself, but to think that he 
Was going to pay 80 much to a man for 
simply danbing a piece of canvas with 
paints of different colors—no, that was 
@ little too much, 

ho Wiertz reconsidered the matter, as 
jhe (lid not wish to lose the opportunity, 

Well, sir,’’ he gaid, ‘it is my ordi 
nary price, bub as your face interests 
me, and I hope to be able to make a 
good picture out of it, | don’é mind re- 
ducing my terms, How much do you

The lawyer offered a ridiculously low | 


sum, about which the artist disputed-— 
less for the sake of the money than to 
keep his visitor as long as possible, so 
as to make the best mental photograph 
of him. At last the price of 8,000 francs 
was fixed upon, and Van Speck rose to 
leave, saying: 

“When do you want me to come for a 
sitting?"’ 

“Oh, there’s no hurry,’ replied the 
artist. ‘‘lam very busy at present. If it 
makes no difference to you, we will take 
a day next week. I'll write and let you 
know what day."’ 

“That will suit me very well. Good- 

by for the present. "’ 
* As soon as Van Speck had left the 
atelier, Wiertz rushed to his easel and 
began to sketch feverishly. He knew 
that he should make a brilliant success 
of the lawyer's picture, and he wished 
to have it done as soon as possible. He 
painted through the day without inter- 
mission, and when night closed in the 
picture was already in its frame. The 
portrait was a living likeness. Van 
Speck stared straight at the spectator; 
his elbows rested one table which was 
covered with books, letters, pens—in 
short, everything that would surround a 
lawyer who had posed in his office. 

On the following day the artist re- 
touched, improved and finished the pic 
ture. Then he had it packed up and sent 
to the notary by a porter. 

“Take that toM. Van Speck, the law- 
yer of Rue des Vieux Parchemins, ’’ said 
he. ‘‘Wait till itis opened and bring 
an answer back with you.’’ 

Then Wiertz rubbed his hands glee- 
fully. He expected the lawyer to burst 
in upon him, auxious to congratulate 
him on his brilliant success. But 
hour later the porter returned with the 
case on his back and note in his hand 
for the artist. 

**What’s that?’’ 

‘Why, the case opened in the hall, 
and M. Van Speck came down to see it. 
When he saw the picture, he made an 
ugly face—nothing more. He seemed 
quite furious. He turned his back on 
me; usd wrote this note. Then he told 
me to bring the case back to you; so 
I’ve brought it. You owe me 4 francs."’ 

Wiertz dismissed the porter and read 
the note: 

Sin—I do not believe in letting people make 
a laughing stock of me; particularly I object 
to an artist doing it. It was agreed thatl 
should come to you for sittings and that you 
should paint my portrait. Naturally I took it 
for granted that it would be done properly. 
You have allowed yourself to act toward me 
with very doubtful taste, and you seem to hint 
that Iam not worth a sitting. It is no less in 
sulting to me than it is contemptible of you 
I wanted my portrait, and here you send me a 
thing which bears no resemblance tome. I 
am sending it back to you and shall not give 
you sittings. I don’t care to have anything 
more to do with an artist who has such a low 
idea of the dignity of his profession.

taking advantage of the cheap prices, 
cheap manufacturers went into the busi- 
ness with cheap labor—tenement house 
labor, largely—and cheapened and vul- 
garized the business, Now that you can 


buy a meerschaum at every Third ave- 
} nue cigar store, few people have any 
real notion of artistic work, 

“T mean to cultivate a taste for it 
again, though—to popularize it if I 
can. I’m going to sell a lot of meer- 
jschaum blocks, with bowls and stem 
holes hollowed out, at a price pretty 


near cost. Then I’m going te give di- 
rections so that any man wita a bent for 
carving can ornament his own pipe. 
It's such a pity there shouldn’t be more 
popular interest in this branch of art,’ 
sighed the enthusiast, ‘‘for no material 
lends itself tocarving like meerschaum, 
Why, I never see one of these irregular 
lumps that the shape of it doesn’t sug- 
gest the beautiful form that lies within 
it. Here’'—he snatched a sketchbook 
} and opened it—‘‘is a hound’s head, 
| after Landseer; a group of fallen an- 
gels, from Dore; a portrait head, carved 
from life—see the range of subjects? 
But Americans haven't generally been 
} successful at meerschaum carving; our 
best workmen have come from Germany. 

‘Do I know any mechanical way of 
coloring «a meerschaum? Oh, yes; I 
have known a man to fix up a small 
rubber bellows that was kept going by 
a clockwork attachment, and so did his 
smoking for him, but a much more 
common method to hire some con- 
| stant smoker to use your pipe until it 
gets the tint you want. British officers 
sometimes distribute their meerschaums 
among their men for this purpose, and 
on a long voyage passengers give their 

pipes in charge of seasoned old salts. 

} ‘‘Some years ago we had a customer, | 
a rich Pernvian, who had bought a great 
many pipes from us; he had about 50 
pieces of fine meerschaum. Of course 
he couldn't hope to color all those him- 
self unless he smoked like a volcano, 
especially in the 12 months he expected 
to stay here. So he asked me if I knew | 
anybody who would do it for him, I 
introduced him to one of our workmen, 
a young fellow, and the Peruvian turn- 
ed over his pipes to him, supplying him 
with a lot of the very best tobacco he 
could buy. He used to come in often | 
and watch the man at his work.

This is in the lower part of the center, 
or on the exact spot where an open face 
would be held. When the arrow is 
pointing up the tide is running in, and 
when the tide is running out, the ar- 
row’s point is reversed. The duty of the 
upper arrow is to tell how many feet of 
water above mean low tide there are in 
the bay. ‘The figures are placed as on 
an ordinary clock, except that they form 
only a balf circle, Zero represents mean 
low water, and the numbers run as high 


as six. There are marks to indicate the 
half feet. 
This clock needs no winding. It 


works automatically and is as simple as 
possible in its construction. Behind 
the clock, and not visible, is a large 
wheel attached to which is the indicat- 
ing arrow. One end of a stout string is 
fastened partly around this wheel and to 
the other end is fastened a small, cop- 
per, airtight float, which rests on the 
water. As the water rises the wheel re- 
volves, so that the arrow works over 
the higher numbers, and when the tide 
is falling the reverse happens. ‘This 
copper float is well guarded, and no 
matter how rough the water is it’ rests 
as snugly as possible in a sort of cell it 
occupies. The cell is like a sunken box 
set in the water which is protected by 
another similar but larger box. There 
are small holes near the bottom to let 
the water in. 

The records of the tides are preserved 
for future reference and are also used in 
computing tides in advance. A station 
is not a permanent feature, a few years 
being long enough for the survey to find 
out the accurate condition of the water 
for any locality, and in this way the 
records perpetuate themselves and could 
suflice, at any rate, for many decades. 
This station at Fort Hamilton was es- 
tablished to take the place of the one 
formerly at Sandy Hook. Two instrn- 
ments are used in preserving the record 
made by the water clock, and these are 
also automatic in their workings. Each 
has a distinct float in a separate cell, 
and each regulates a lead pencil fasten- 
ed in such @ position that it rests on a 
moving roll of paper. The pencil moves 
to either side, being regulated by the 
water. The roll of paper, which is 60 
feet long, and lasts one month, is slow- 
ly unwound from one roll to the other 
at the rate of about an inch or so an

When the Directors of the Burbeen 
Free Lecture Fund secured Edward 
Cummings, A. M., Assistant Professor of 
Sociology at Harvard College, for a 
lecture in’ the Course no mistake was 
made. Mrs, Jennie K. Adams gave a 
running sketch of Prof. Cumming’s edu- 
cational career in the last issue of the 
JOURNAL in which the information was 
wiven that he graduated from the Wo- 
burn High Sehool in Class ’79, which 
doubtless had considerable influence in 
swelling the audience at Lyceum Hall 
last ‘Tuesday evening, for certainly, at 
first blush, his theme, “Strikes and their 
Causes,”’ would not seem to be an attrac 
tive one.

Tt was Poker Plat, too, that experienced 
asepism of virtue soon after the tragic 
affair, and under its regenerating intiu 
ence sent forth the outeast wanderers of 
Bret Tlarte’s story to die of eold and 
starvation on the snowbound road to 
Sandy Bar. There are no Oakhursts at 
Poker Flat now, and Unele Billy has no 
counterpart in the present population, 
for the very simple reason that there are 
no sluice boxes to rob and no money to 
win over the gaming table. Of '‘ Mother 
Shiptons,’’ however, there are several. 

Our greeting was not cordial, Mr. 
Rugy laid it all to the snowy plants 
which we had gathered, and going into 
mountain lore told of families that had 
been separated by taking this bulb of 
evil omen into the sacred precincts 
the home.

To celebrate his 
good luck he got full and offered the 
whole piece to his partner in exchange 
for the latter’s wife, The man accepted, 
and without the formality of divorce 
proceedings Joslyn and the woman 
were married and left town. Two days 
later he committed suicide at Gibson- 
ville. His former partner also left town 
and bought some land near San Jose. 
Two years ago on Aug. 22 he died

CHARTER AMENDMENT. 


The Boston Globe, whose local re- 
potter generally gets at the inside of 
things, said last week that a paragraph 
in Mayor Allen's forthcoming Inaugural 
wil! coutain a recommendation, strongly 
fortified with facts and arguments, tor 
a radical change in the Woburn city 
charter. He will insist that steps be 
taken to present the matter to the Legis- 
lature at an early day, and that all 
legitimate menuns be adopted to secure 
the reform which he deems yital, 

The Mayor will contend for the 
abolition of the double Board of City 
Council and substituting for it a single 
Board of 21 members, the same to be 
elected at large, or some modification 
of such a plan, Other ol 
minor importance will be included in 
the recommendation. 

In our judgment the Mayor, whose 
intentions are honest, who deems the 
change absolutely necessary, who will 
work to accomplish it, and will doubt- 
less have the sympathy and aid of many 
good citizens, will hardly be able to put 
his measure through the Legislature 
A strong antagonism will be developed 
atthe start. ‘There are too many Ward 
Politicians in this city, whose only hope 
of ever getting into the City Council 
lies in a double-headed Board, to allow 
of such an attempt at an amendment of 
our charter to fructify. These will 
array themselves in solid phalanx 
against Mayor Allen’s plan and defeat 
him. There are many men in this 
city who can ‘run” a Ward, but can- 
not handle the whole city. ‘They are 
intellectual featherweights, but tricky, 
and are able to succeed with the few, 
but would be swamped with the many. 

Mayor Allen is on the right track, 
and every friend of good government 
for Woburn should come promptly to 
the front and aid him in his efforts to 
gecure a change in our charter. He 
will need all the help he can muster, 
and even then we fear the riffraff and 
peanut politicians will prevent the much 
needed reform.

And After Mer Death He Was For a Time 
Insane, 

When and how Lincoln met Anne 
Rutledge is not known, but the period 
of his first great happiness and sorrow 
closed in 1886 when he was clerking 
With Green in the grocery, He boarded 
at the hotel kept at that tine by Anne 
Ruticdge'’s father, Rutledge cania to 
Salers from Kentucky in 1829 and help 
ed build the first mill. 

Anne was one of three children born 
in Kontueky. She was a beautiful girl, 
buxom and strong. Her skin was waxen 
Whito, her eyes deep blue, her hair red 
brown, She was tender, pentle and loy 
able, and even Aunt Sallie Mullins, who | 
seemed to love nobody, spoke kindly of 
Aine, 

‘Lhe story of Anne's engagement to 
marry John MeNamara, alias Melveil, 
has been told by Mr. Herndon. Why 
McNamara assumed a false name when 
he came to Salem was never known, It 
appeared finally that he was an honest 
man and honorable. 

He had confessed his true name to her 
after their engapement, and in order to 
put himself right before her he returned | 
to his home in the east, promising to 
come back by a certain time and to bring 
his parents with him, 

Hie did return to Salem, but through | 
mishaps and delays long after the time 
fixed. He found his sweetheart in her 
grave and his rival, Lincoln, insane. | 

It was during MecNamara's absence | 
that Lincoln met Anne and loved her, 

He could not ask her to marry him, 
She was pledged to another, and ho 
could not allow her to break that pledge. 

There was a time when they were} 
happy in their love and took long walks 
together in the evening along the high 
blul? of the river's shore, and Anne was 
cheery at her work, and Lincoln forgot 
his book and stood in the doorway of the 
grocery looking toward the hotel. Ho 
wad waiting for Anne to come to the 
well, when he would meet her and draw | 
the water for her and carry the bucket 
to the kitchen door. 

This was before the time set by Me- 
Namara for his return, Undoubtedly 
Anne had agreed to tell McNamara of 
her love for Lincoln and to ask for her 
release, 

The time for his return came and 
passed, The weeks dragged on, and the 
lovers looked into each other's eyes and | 
read what they believed to be the truth | 
—MecNamara would never come back, 
Anne would never be released from her 
promise, 

A great melancholy came over Lin- 
coln, as he saw his love escaping from 
his arms—a melancholy that never left 
him, and that came often in the weary 
after yeurs to overspread and crush him. | 
And poor Anne Rutledge, simple heart- | 
ed, tender girl, could not long with- 
stand the contagion of his mood. Strug- | 
gling with love and duty and despair, 
she withered and sickened, and in Au- 
gust, 1835, she died. 

She was buried in the old Concord 
ehurch yard, and Lincoln, a madman, 
followed her to her grave. 

There is no doubt of Lincoln's insan- 
ity over the death of his sweetheart. Mor 
weeks his friends watched him closely, | 
and for a time he was confined in the 
house of Bowlin Greene. 

William Greene, Lincoln's 
friend in Salem, first told in 
Lincoln's insanity, 

‘Long after Annie died,’’ said Uncle | 
Billy, ‘‘Abe and I would be alone, per- 
haps in the grocery, on a rainy night, 
and Abe would sit there, his elbows on 
his knees, his face in his hands, the 
tears dropping through his fingers. I 
would say to him: ‘Abe, don't cry. It 
hurts me.’ And he would look up at mo |
